NEW YORK, OCT. 80, 1880. 
The reporta to day introduced a 
new campaign weapen in the shape of 
a judicial neuralgic headache just at 
the most Interesting point in the 
PHLLP case, when the two experts for 
the prosecution, Phrim and Hagan, 
had. developed an important disa- 
gireemeat in their testimony, and it 
Mtós discovered that the envelope iu- 
ttead of being retained in the custody 
of the judge as agreed yesterday, had 
been taken to the postoffice by Bliss 
and Davenport, the court got sick 
and granted an adjournment until 
eleven o'ciock to-morrow. 
Through- 
out the sitting the probecution made 
frequent applications for adjourn- 
ment, which were strenously opposed 
by the defense upon she ground thmt 
he wasted to prove the geouineoess 
and everything to suit their aide, bat 
even as ii stands cow, the prosecu- 
tion ia «Qbsj^ntially broken down. 
The questioBing of Messrs. Brooke, 
Howe and Pryan, has showà the in- 
la^Qs oharaoter of McDermott, the 
piiiicipal witneaa in the prosecution 
and the habitual unreliability of ihe 
experts in handwriting, who have tes- 
tified. 


The defense is prepared to prove 
the genuineness of the letter not only 
by its direct history, but by reliable 
experts, evidence, etc , and to upset 
t i e testimony of the postoffice clerks 
And show it to be-as false a? that of 
Postmaster Ainger, who declared that 
the kind of stamp on tHe letter was 
not iu use as late as January 23rd— 
whereas it has been in use constantly 
ip to as late a Oaté as the 27th of 
ia month.

One of tho most reaiavkable inci- 
deuss of the day was ^he addiinsion of 
Judge Ditvia lhat he had himst-li cut 
the envelope open at both end-.

both ends and exactly in the condi- 
tion shown in the published litho- 
graphic C0t>ie.s. The aim of the prot- 
ecution is now perfectly evident is to 
get in as much testimony as jios'iible 
on their side, revelent and irrevelent, 
thus preventing the introduction by 
the defence of the genuineness of the 
letter, until too late to have any ef- 
fect upon the election.

After a careful examination of the 
matter Senator Barnum, Chairman of 
the National Democratic Committee, 
has received a card annonQcing the 
discharge of Hart the publieherof the 
"Truth" pronouncing the letter genu- 
ine.

Frona Indiana 
Hon. W. H. English telegraphs that 
the pioqecta of now carrying the 
State are Tery good.

of the Democratic Committee, sends 
similar information. The Hepublicans 
claim of 
certain sucoeis in

During the Philp's case tp-day, tne 
Republican counsel attempted to in- 
dulge in political banter at the ex« 
penee of the Democratic party. 
Mr. 
Brooks, counsel for Philp, retorted by 
reading the Democratic platform re 
gardiog 
Chinese immigration, and 
contrasted its direct, terse and posi- 
tive declarations, "No more Chinese 
immigration, except for travel, educa- 
tion and foreign commerce, and that 
even carefully guarded,'* with the 
indefinite and unintelligible dodging 
of the subject in the Republican 
platform. James G. Blaine has tele- 
graphed to Washington that every 
Government 
employe from Maine 
must come home to vote, or the State 
is lost. 


Democratic advices from Ohio re- 
port a strong reaction in favor of the 
Democrats, especially among the la- 
boring classes.

Tlie Object is to Prolong tlie Trial 
Until After tn« 
Kleedoa-The 
Washington 
Postmaster on 
the Witness Btand—A. Btg 
Flood ia the Old Coun> 
try—The Hews from 
Everywhere. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—An immense 
crowd of spectators was at the examina- 
tion this morning in the case of Ken- 
ward Philp, charged with alleged 
malicious libel in Truth upon Gen. 
Garfield, at 11 o'clock. Judge Davis 
ordered the doors of the court room 
closed. The police had great difficul- 
ty in preserving order, so closely was 
the room packed. District Attorney 
Bell asked for additional time for at- 
tendance of hia witness from Wash- 
ington, whereupon, Howe, for de- 
fense, said "In order that no time 
might be lost, we ask you to allow 
us to call to the stand the witnesses 
from 
Washington. 
These 
gen- 
tlemen 
are 
George 
W. 
Ed- 
denbum. 
Major 
Hallett 
and 
Mr. Wilson, by whom it is expected 
to prove the genuineness of the letter 
from examinations they have made 
with the documents written by Gar- 
field now OB file in Washington. Bell 
objected, saying the counsel would 
have plenty of 
time during the 
day 
to examine them. 
Howe— 
"With that I am satisfied." 
Daniel 
T. Ames, expert, recalled by the 
prosecution, testified: "I have exam- 
ined the Morey envelopes with ex- 
hibit« A. to K., and the handwriting 
is similar. It does not resemble ex- 
hibits one and two (Rockwell and 
.Tewellft' letters,); handwriting on 
Morey's envelopes is more of the -ame 
man's handwriting who wrote exhibits 
marked A to K." Cross examined: 
"I know ( eorge Simpson, Jr.; I do 
not regard him as an expert; be is 
simply a copyist; I was editor of the 
Penman's Art Journal in May, 1877." 
Mr. Howe showed the witness a copy 
of the Journal, in which Mr Simpson 
was spoken of as a well-known and 
learned hand writer and a professional 
expert. 
Howe—"Did you write that 
article?" 
Answer—"I don't recol- 
lect." 
(Question—' Well, 
what is 
your opinion now of him as an ex- 
p.^ri?" An.'jwf r—'"I won't express an 
opinion." 
(.Question—"Come, 
Mr. 
Ames, we have no false delicacy." 
Answer—"f 
decline 
to 
answer.' 
Question—"Well,

Col. D. B. Ainger was then called 
and ei^mined by Mr. Bliss. He tes- 
tified: I have been postmaster of the 
city of Washington since January 13th 
last. I have never seen the Morey 
envelope. Cancellicg stamps in the 
post-office have not been the same 
aiuce I was appointed. Stamps in use 
now were not in use in January last. 
The change was made in February. 
The stamp on the Morey letter was 
not in use in our office in January 
last, at least on and after the 13th;; 
Cross examined by Mr Brooke: 
I 
know^4he buainesa of my office, though 
it Is impon;ible for me to know all the 


details. There is more important dnty 
than a thorough knowledge of cancel- 
ing itampf. One of our dotief to let- 
ten ii to see that they are properly 
receipted and stamped, as postmaiSler 
of Washington. I do not know pre- 
cise date of the change of stimp. 
I 
did not make statement that the 
change of stamps was not effected un- 
til April 13th; that statement was 
published. Re-direct by Mr. Bell 
That 
statement was not official 
I saw fac simile of envelope in Trutht 
and thought I might have made an 
error. Examined stamp on it, an( 
then sent for my assistant postmaster, 
and directed him to ascertain exact 
time at which the stamps were 
changed and it was February. I then 
went to the man who made the stamp 
and he informed me he was paid Feb 
ruary 18th, but that he had delivered 
stamps some time 
before. 
New 
stamps were first put in use between 
the 15th and 19 th of February. 
Ex- 
amined by Brooke, for defense: 
did not see Marshall Jewell before the 
publication of the statement; I saw 
him last night; I came to New York 
not knowing I was subpreaned; 
came because I was interested offi- 
cially in this trial. Examined by 
Bliss for prosecution: I came to New 
York last nisht. 


The trial is going on so slow that 
it is impossible for us to give further 
testimony in to-day's issue.

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Bis Storm. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—In the terrific 
storm of Thursday and yesterday 50 
vessels were wrecked between Spurr 
Point and Horrsea. Twelve vessels 
are stranded near Witherrsea. One 
vessel under bare poles drove through 
new pier at Witherrsea and carried 
away 50 yards of structure. 
At 
Herrsea a brig fouled with the new 
pier and damaged it to the extent of 
3800 pounds. There has been a large 
number of shipwrecks attended with 
a great loss of life; on various parts of 
the coast.

A proces- 
sion u! li.incock first voters escorted 
the judge to ihe court hou'se. The 
iipealier showed 
concludively from

Cfioseu, Will Tbey Elect Cinrfield 
o r Wbo7 
The power to elect a President is 
vested by the constitution in the ma- 
jority of 
the Presidential electors, 
constitutionally chosen. 
The people 
of the several States in the popular 
election may indicato, as they have 
long done, their preference for a can- 
didate, but the electors are not con- 
stitutionally bound to regard it, and 
there may be reasons occurring, be- 
tween the time of chosing the elec- 
tors, and the time of ii^eir election of 
a President, why the popular choice 
cannot, or shou'd not, be regarded. 


For 
example, 
the 
candidate 
indicated 
by 
the 
popular 
vote, 
may 
die 
or 
become 
absolutely incapaciated to serve, be- 
fore the electors choose him; 
who 
then shall the electors choose? 
For 
such a case we have no precedent but 
one—that of 1872—wherein after the 
death of Greeley, the electors of cer- 
tain States cast forty-two votes for 
Hendricks, who had not been a can- 
didate before the people. 
The choice 
of 18S0 would not necessarily be the 
8ucces?ful party's candidate for Vice- 
President, 
though he 
be eligible. 
Bat suppose the candidate of the 
party whose electors are chosen, Gar- 
fijld 
for example, should between 
the date of the popular election and 
the time of choice by the College of 
Electors, confess himself guilty, or 
be morally or legil'y proven to be 
guilty of an infamous crime, such as 
bribery or perjury, or Eome high 
crime or misdemeanor, which, if com- 
mitted while in oflice, would warrant 
his impeachment and removal from 
his high office; what then? 


Are the electors to choose a felon 
or a criminal for President of the 
United States, simply because his 
party, ignorant, perhaps, or doubtful, 
at the time of the election, of his guilt, 
have indicated their preference for 
him? 


The supposed case, which may be 
an actual case (and every American 
should blush at its possibility,) would 
devolve a fearful responsibility on the 
college of electors, and its very possi- 
bility raises one of the gravest ques- 
tions ever presented to the American 
people. 
If 
there 
be 
palpably 
to 
all 
men of 
fair minds, sufficient 
reason why Girfield should not be 
chosen by the liepublican 
electors, 
and they are coastr.iinad by pubiic 
opinion to discard him, who will theij 
choo»e? Will he be Grant, or Arthur? 
Who can tell, except from what he 
may infer from the strange spectacle, 
which for the last few days hag l^een 
pasiing before the public eye in tl-^e 
Eistern States, of poHlicil ovations 
to Grant and Conkling. 


Being assured, as they suppose, of 
Indiana, which was carried in October 
as they claim, and as may be true, by 
the prestige of Grant and the presence 
and eloquence and hkill of 
Conkling, 
Grant and Conkling are now at work 
to carry Connecticut, New Jersey and 
New York. 
If 
they do, who, more 
than Grant or Conkling, can claim 
that Republican success ia their work, 
and that they are entitled to its honor 
and reward? 


The same power which these men 
displayed at Chicago, in solid phalanx 
of 312, although checked then, and 
which they have since displayed else- 
where in this campaign, will be ex- 
erted more intensely, and with success, 
upon the men who will compose the 
Kepublican electoral college. 
Will 
those electors, Garfield being discard- 
ed, elect any one else but Grant? 
To 
elect Arthur president would be the 
sime as to elect Grant or Conklin^r, 
for Arthur is their man and instru- 
ment. 
It might be Conkling, except 
that he and Aithur are of one State, 
and the president and vice president 
voted for, must be of different states. 
But even if there were no constitu- 
tional netriction, Oonkliiig, an an- 


adroit po.itician, would not thus play 
his card for himself. To elect Grani 
by the disgrace of Garfield, and thus 
triumph over the foea of Grant and 
Conkling in the Chicago convention, 
would, in the novel situation sup- 
posed, be Cookling'a triumph more 
than Grant's. 


The^e suggestions and queries are 
drawn out by the very serious compli- 
cation in which Garfield is now placed 
by the alleged Chinese letter,so called, 
to H. L. Morey. The question whether 
he did or did not write that letter is 
yet to be tried. 
His mere denial 
proves nothing. 
He has before been 
accused of great offenses and denied 
them, and, to say the best for him, his 
veracity and integrity are not without 
suspicion or stain. 
He either did or 
did not write the Morey letter. 
It he 
did not, and William H. Barnum had 
any just reason lo doubt whether he 
did, and having a doubt, or anything 
less than moral certainty, proclaimed 
and spread abroad the false letter as a 
verity, then Barnum has been guilty 
of as grave a crime as any pubiic man 
can coaimit, and is justly deserving of 
indignation and contempt, not alone 
from his own party, which he has 
most injured and cflvnded, but from 
all honest men. 


But if Garfield did write the letter, 
what then ? 


He has staked his moral character 
before the civilized world upon the 
verity or falsity of that letter. 
He 
has pronounced it over his own hand, 


base forgery," and its sentiments 
"stupid and brutal." 
Who will say, 
then, that Garfield has not set his 
name, his fame, his honor, the honor 
and welfare of his party, which has 
greatly honored him, and even the 
office to which he aspires, upon "a 
cast," and that he must "stand the 
hazard of the die?" 


The question now, whether Ken- 
ward Philp or James A. Garfisld 
wrote the so-called Morey 
letter, 
ia a great question. 
Upon it may 
hinge the right of Garfield to the 
vote of the electoral college. 


Thus far there has been much of 
circumstantial evidence. 
The public 
demands the best evidence. 
"Let 
James A. Garfield be sworn." 


If Garfield is legally or morally 
proved, between now aud the time of 
their choice, to have written the 
Morey letter, will the Republican 
electors dare to choose him, or not 
choaing him, will they choose Grant 
or Arthur? 


Philp is under arrest and on trial. 
There are plainly two sides to the 
case. 
It 
may, because of 
"the 
law's delay," not be decided before 
November 2d. 
The letter may be 
proved to be Garfi Id's. 
Can 
honest 
American voters afford to take the risk 
of voting for Garfield, do ided as he 
is, even if not convicted, or ot casting 
a vote which may only serve to place 
the presidential office again in the 
power of Grant, or those who through 
Grant expact to control this Govern- 
ment, and wholly change it from the 
Government of thep3ople to the Gov- 
ernment of "a strong man?" 


There is a remedy, a plain and just 
one. 
Is is to vote for Hancock,a tried 
and true and stainless man. 
He now 
represents the Democratic party, a 
party of more than four million of 
voters, who in 1876 were ani it is be- 
lieved now are a majority of voters, 
and mostly white voters at that !

The Democratie National Platform, 
adopted at Cincinnati, hating been 
misrepresented by Republican speak- 
ers, we republish it to-day in order 
that Djmocrats may read for them- 
selves just what the platform con- 
tains! 


The Democrats of 
the 
United 
States, in convention assembled, de- 
clare— 


1. We pledge ourselves aneW to the 
constitutional doctrines and traditions 
of the Democratic party as illustrated 
by the teachings and example of a 
long line of Democratic statesmen 
and patriot)), and embodied in the 
platform of the last National Con- 
vention. 


2. Opposition to centralization and 
to that dangerous spirit of encroach- 
ment which tends to consolidate in 
one, and thus to create, whatever the 
form of government, a real despotism;

He has worked at various employ- 
ments since he has left school, and 
was, at the time of his death, owner 
of a saloon at the corner of Main and 
Harrison streets, rooming above the 
saloon.
